Surrender Announced.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—It is ofically an-
nounced that Gen. Cronje surrendered
with his whole forces, unconditionally,
at daylight this morning. The war of-
fien recelved the following dispatch
from Lord Roberts:

“PAARDEBERG, Feb. 27, 7:46 a. m.
—General Cronje and all of his force
eapltulited unconditionally at daylight
and is sow o prisoner in my camp. The
strength of his force will be communi-
cated {ater, T hope that her majesty’s
fovernment will consider this eyent
ratisfrctory, occurring, as It does, on
the anntversary of Majuba."

In tie war office lobbles, when &
elerk posted the news of the surrender,
quite Ao epowd was walting, and here
the tidings were halled with consider-
able enthusiasm, and in an ineredibly
thort rpmace of time the news had
spread to all parts of Lopdon. At the
Mansicn House, when the news was
posted, {t was received with great ex-
citement by the ecrowds of business
men hurrying to thelr offices, and cries
of “Nrave, Roberts!™ and “Majuba!"
wres heard,

The lord mayor of London sald to the
corregpondent of the Assolcated Press
that, while the surrender of Oeaneral
Crunje was m foregone conclusion, the
tews wam recelved with a great senna
of relief, nnd the result of the capituln-
tlon, he thought, would be the rapid
conelunion of hostilities.
